Garner Announces He 
Will Fight Cut in Cor- 
poration Tax, Applying 
on 1927 Incomes. 


Washington, October 22.—(/)— 
A total tax reduction of $400,000,000 
$500,000,000—alnost 
the

treasury—will be demanded by Rep- | 
resentative Garner, of Texas, ranking | 
democrat on the house ways and means 
committee, which will meet in another | 
week to draft a revenue bill. | 

Spokesman of house: democrats on | 
revenue legislation, Mr. Garner today | 
laid down the battle lines for the | 
approaching tax fignt which seem «es- | 
tined to center on how much of a 
slice can be taken from the annual. 
tax burden. | 

Another issue was drawn by the! 
outspoken democratic leader when he 
served notice that he would not vote 
for a bill providing a slas in the 
corporation levy applying on 1927 in- 
comes, on which taxes are payable 
next year. Such a plan has been | 
advocated by Chairman Smoot of the 
senate finance committee. 

Collected From People. 

“That would just be giving the 
corporations a present which they 
have already collected from the peo- 
ple.” Garner argued. 

Mr. Garner reiterated substantially 
the reduction plan he advocated a 
year ago—a cut in the corporation 
levy from 15 1-2 per cent to 11 per 
cent and possibly to 10 per cent; re- 
peal of the remaining nuisance and 
excise duties, including those on au- 
tomobiles, theater admissions, club 
dues, and produce; and retention of | 
the estate or inheritance tax. 

Some additional relief for smaller | 
corporations also is under contempla- 
tion by the Texas representative who 
will confer soon with his colleagues 
on the ways and means committee. 
He is willing to listen to appeals for 
revision of the individual income tax 
rates, but for the present has no 
pian for a change in them. 

“The administration,” he _ said, 
“with the 'me-too’ senafors and some 
members of the house are harping on 
the extra expenses that are to be be- 
fore the coming congress on account 
of the proposed permanent plan for 
flood control, the boulder dam _ proj- | 
ect, and so on. .The expenses for | 
th. fiscal year ending June 30, 192%. 
touching these new enterprises will 
not exceed $50,000,000. 

Mr. Garner reiterated his claim 
that the treasury estimates have been 
“lamentably inaccurate” for the last 
five years. Calling attention to the 
surplus of $600,000,000 piled up in 
the treasury last year, he said, “It 
is now apparent that the treasury 
has systematically underestimated the 
surplus, causing the taxpayers to pay 
more than necessary. 

Appropriates Less Money. 

Commenting on the wishes express- 
ed at the white house that govyern- 
ment expenses be kept down by con- 
gressmen, Mr. Garner declared that 
“it should be remembered that con- 
gress always has appropriated less 
money at each session than the presi- 
dent has requested.” 

“In other ~ords,” he added, “con- 
ress has heen more economical with 
public funds than any. président since 
the budget was created with the re- 
‘quirement that it submit the estimates 
to congress, Since the budget began 
sending its estimates congress never 
has appropriated as much money as 
the president has said is necessary. 

So far as retirement of the pub- 
lic debt is concerned, the Texas rep- 
resentative pointed out that a sink- 
ing fund had been provided to take 
care of it and, he added, “we are 
continuing to collect more than is 
necessary to cover the necessities of 
the covernment.” 

In renewing his stand against re- 
peal of the estate tax, Mr. Garner 
probably will be forced to again 
break with some senate democrats in 
this issue, but he made it clear today 
that he had not changed his posi- 
tion.

He adopted the name of his es- 
tate, as was the custom in those 
days. The name was changed to 
Washington, reason not explained, be- 
fore 1657, when John and. Lawrence 
Washington, brothers, bought estates 
and moved into West Moreland 
connty, Virginia. One of John’s sons 
named Lawrence was the _ grand- 
father of the first president.

The Times adds: “Thus ends the 
prolonged struggle of powerful inter- 
ests, British, American and European, 
for the most coveted prize in the way 
of development concessions which has 
been competed for in modern times.” 

The syndicate which has obtained 
the concession will be a_ subsidiary 
company of the Imperial Chemical 
Industries, Ltd., a great chemical com- 
bine with a capital of 56,000,000 
pounds, including the Brunner and 
Mond interests.

Within less than an hour after the 
stands caved in every hospital in the 
city was reporting lists of injured and 
every available physician was called 
in to make hurried examirations of 
the patients. 

Tonight, the injured were reported 
resting easily, although many were 
thought to be in a sérious condition. 

The stands, reserved for the Mary- 
land supporters, began to break in 
front, then the tiers in the rear, from 
five to 15 feet above the ground, col- 


lapsed, throwing several hundred vio- 


lently to the ground. 
Seats Cave in Slowly. 


Fortunately the seats caved in slow- 
ly, row after row breaking and send- 
ing. the occupants _ slidin to the 
ground. About.12 rows of 25 seats 
broke altogether. The stands are 
constructed on a slope at the foot of 
which runs the James river. Had 
the stands crashed in suddenly, the 
chances are that many would have 
been thrown into the water. 

Private automobiles were used to 
aid the ambulances in removing the 
injured and the Virginia Boat club 
was used as a temporary hospital. 

Silence Follows Crash. 

An ominous momeht of silence fol- 
lowed the crash. Above and about 
the debris stood hundreds, seemingly 
stunned by the shock of the scene, 

Slowly and carefully the spectators 
in the section that remained moved 
from the danger area, for their creak- 
ing seats threatened to follow into 
the gulf, above which jagged timbers 
were suspended precariously. 

Police, physicians and firemen 
fought their way into the confusion 
beneath the wreckage.’ lifting the in- 
jured and bearing them to safety.

The world has long held forth ut- 
most admiration for a good figliter, 
and the Sheltering Arms association 
is Atlanta’s ap- 
Plause to the harassed working moth- 
“r who must go out and win sus- 
tenance for her children. ‘This splendid 
Organization, a prominent member of 
the Community Chest, relieves the 
another of the care of the children dur- 
ing working hours and assures the 
small unfortunates of instruction, care 
and loving understanding. 

The Sheltering Arms since its in- 
feption near the close of the last cen- 
tury has attracted the notice and 
working sympathy of the highest type 
women in the community and has 
gained recognition in the city by vir- 
tue of its almost unrivaled record of 
achievement. The primary function 
of the organization is to take care 
during the day of the children of 
worthy working mothers. The three 
units of the association have gone 
even beyond the original purpose and 
now offer not only care, in the sense 
of watching over the small unfor- 
tunates, but also give remedies in the 
ease of ailments and in many in- 
stances furnish them with necessary 
clothing and food. 

Milk, which in many of the poorer 
homes is beyond the meager range of 
a flattened purse, is provided for the 
younger children. while the dietitian 
in charge prepares special foods for 
the older growing youngsters. 


The Sheltering Arms association at 
present is composed of the following 
units: Osgood Sanders nursery, the 
mother nursery, located at 142 West 
Baker, which also is the location of 
the Oxgood Sanders clinic; the Cor- 
nelia Moore Day nursery: 55 Gari- 
baldi street, and Gate City nursery, 
Vesta avenue. The latter organiza- 
tion has absorbed the John Barclay 
nursery and now functions in a wider 
capacity while at the same .time 
eliminating much expense. 

Clearing House. 

The clearing houses for the little 
schoo] going citizens and their small- 
er compatriots open daily at 6 o'clock 
and the mothers are relieved of the 
care of the offspring until the close 
of their working day. Where the par- 
ent can afford the small fee that is 
asked for the work of taking care 
of the child, it is charged. In those 
extreme cases where even the in- 
finitesimal charge proves prohibitive 
the mother receives the same consid- 
eration and there is no attendant 
embarrassment, 

The children of school age are 
washed, dressed and sent to school, 
while those who are not of school age 
are given such instruction as they need 
and ‘fed morning and afternoon, ‘The 
children are given medical examina- 
tion and attention where it is neces- 
sary. This enables many a child who 
started life with the hopeless handi- 
cap of an ill-suifed body to develop 
into a robust and useful member of 
the community. 

In addition to the serious daily rou- 
tine of the Sheltering Arms, a num- 
ber of holiday parties are provided 
for the little members. A Thanks- 
giving party, Halloween and of course 
Christmas avd Easter are occasions of 
great merriment. These entertain- 
ments are aided by various other out- 
side organizations and prove bright 
spots in the lives of the litile unfor- 
tunates, 

Active Membership. 


Perhaps no other organization in 
the city can boast of so distinguished 
an active membership as ean the 
Sheltering Arms association of day 
nurseries and so able a staff of work- 
ers. Among other things these work- 
ers hold monthly a rest night supper 
to which the mothers of the children 
heing taken care of are invited. Here 
the working mothers mingle with the 
matrons, kindergarten teachers § and 
members of the board and are them- 
selves in a friendly conversational 
manner given much valuable advice 
concerning the care and feeding of 
their children,

Carlingsford, Irish Free State, Oc- 
tober 22.—(4)—All Ireland, north and 
south, is plunged in grief and mourning 
by the death of Patrick Cardinal 
O'Donnell, primate of Ireland since 
1925, when he succeeded the late Car- 
dinal Logue. . 

Cardinal O'Donnell died here today 
after an illness of several weeks. 
which developed into pneumonia. He

After pneumonia developed, 
he seemed to pass through the crisis 
successfully, but the influenzal condi- 
tion continued for so long a _ period 
that his strength could not withstand 
the strain, and his end came with un- 
expected suddenness at 11.05 o'clock. 

The first stage of the funeral Mon- 
day will consist of the removal of the 
body by road to Armagh, to lie in 
state until Friday morning, when 
burial with his predecessors in the 
primacy will take place.

every dollar contributed to the chari-

A ruling upholding the govern- 
ment’s contention that appearance 
before a congressional committee does 
not give the witness an “immunity 
bath,” will bare to the jury all the 
testimony offered by Sinclair and 
Fall before the senate committee If 
the government chooses to use lit. 
The only way the effect on the jury 
of that mass of contradictory state- 
ments and conflicting explanations of 
the ‘Teapot Dome lease negotiations 
could be counteracted would be for 
Fall and Sinclair to take the witness 
stand, regardless of the dangerous 
consequences in sight if they sub- 
mitted to cross-examination, 1t was 
pointed out today. 

Once on the stand and under cross- 
examination, Fall and Sinclair would 
face a grilling on their secret nego- 
tiations over the Teapot Dome lease 
and on the hitherto unexplained and 
mysterious Continental Trading com- 
pany, Ltd., deal out of which it 1s 
alleged Fall drew $230.500 as Sin- 
elair’s payment for the Teapot Dome

AsVanderbilt

Sensational Runs by Flashy 
Quarterback Add to One- 
Sided Victory. 


Nashville, Tenn., October 22.—(4) 


Tulane’s Green breakers matched pace 
here today with the blinding speed of 
Bill Spears, Vanderbilt quarter, and 
lost. Two sensational runs of about 
SO yards each, one from scrimmage 
and one with an intercepted pass, were 
Spears’ spicy contributions to a 32-0 
victory in the Commodore's first con- 
ference game. 

Armistead squeezed the ball over in 
the first quarter for the initial touch- 
down after Owen had looped in a 19- 
yard pass from Spears and had been 
wrestled out of bounds on the one- 
yard line.

get along quite well without resorting 
tothe lateral pass. 

An Effective Lateral Pass. 

A good judge of football estimates 
that it would take five years for a 
coach to develop a really effective 
Jateral passing game with college ma- 
terial. 

Some coaches will be in more of a 
hurry than that. One hears that Har- 
vard has gone in for passing. and that 
th 
in this respect. 

Well, Arnie Horween, a bronzed. 
serious young man who came out of 
the west to try to pump up Harvard's 
deflated football prestige, wants quick 
_results. Contracts are short and sea- 
sons fleeting in the intercollegiate 
football world. 

Horween has revolutionized the 
scheme of play at Cambridge and has 
driven the once old-fashioned Crimson 
athletes to passing frequently, later- 
ally and otherwise. He wants quick 
resulfs and can afford to gamble, for 
Harvard could be no worse than in 
recent seasons. 

Generally speaking, coaches of the 
east and a magority in the middle 
west have eschewed over-dabbling with 
the lateral pass.

Building Record 


Set by Georgia, 
Dodge Reports 


The total volume of construction 
contracts let in Georgia during Sep- 
tember, amounting to $6,721,600, was 
the highest contract total yet on rec- 
ord for any September, according to 
F. W. Dodge corporation. Of this 
amount, $1,409,500 was for work 
started in Atlanta. Georgia’s record 
showed an increase of 5 per cent 
over the total for August of this year, 
as well as an increase of 30 per cent 
}over the total for September of last 
year. In the city there were decreases 
of 47 per cent from the preceding 
month and 17 per cent from Septem- 


ber, 1926. 
Included in last month’s building 
record for the state were the follow- 


‘ing items of importance: $2,762,900, 


or 41 per cent of all construction, for 
residential buildings; $2,027,000, or 
“0 per cent, for educational projects; 
$679,300, or 10 per cent, for pub- 
lic works and utilities, and $580,400,

$14,619,000, was 19 per cent less 
than the total for the corresponding 
period of 1926. 

Contemplated new work reported 
in the state in September amounted 
to $6,273,200, which was an increase 
of 9 per cent over the preceding 
month, but was a drop of 70 per 
cent from the total for September of 
last year. In Atlanta there was $1.- 
481.200 of new work contemplated 
during September, being a drop of 31 
per cent from the contemplated rec- 
ord of August, 1927, and a loss of 
34 per cent from the contemplated 
record of September, 1926.

You have referred in glowing 
terms to the parable of the Prodi- 
gal Son. I believe the celebra- 
tion upon his home-coming entire- 
ly right except for one thing. I do 
not criticize the elder brother, He 
really deserves more cretlit than 
he receives in the parable. IL have 
worked, living at home and help- 
ing financially for the last ten 
years. I believe it was right that 
I should do so. But suppose I 
had borrowed $5,000 from my par- 
ents, gone to another city, spent 
it, with my own earnings, during 
that time and after. living for mere 
pleasure came home dead broke 
after ten years’ absence from 
duty! Would you think that I de- 
served more credit than if I stay- 
el on the job and done my duty? 

1 know others do more than this, 

but why should those who have 

done nothing receive credit? 

It was right to receive the pro- 
digal, but the elder brother, who 
had stood by and who never had 
a royal robe or a fatted calf killed 
in his honor. got the worst of the 
bargain. I fully sympathize with 
his resentment of the treatment 
which he received. What is the 
use of trying to do right if some 
one who never tries receives the 
prize? Of course, the world is not 
always just in its rewards, but 
even Christ sanctioned the teach- 
ing of this parable. 

What do you think? 

This is the parable of the lost son 
and not of the elder brother.

-though long in suffering, hervic deeds | 


and high courage—these states and! 
this people had contemporaneously | 
two governments ond two presidents 
—Abraham Lincoln and _ QJefferson 
Davis. They were born in homes 
within present long distance artillery 
fire of one another—in Kentucky—a 
state which sought to be a “neutral” 
state in a “War Between the States’ 
—a thing impossible—and succeeded 
only in seeing her sons fight and die 
on both sides, 

“The family of Davis, being slave-| 
holders, when it migrated, went fur-! 
ther south, that of Lineoln, being too | 
poor to own slaves, when it migrated, 
went further north. where environ- 
ment was more inviting to white labor. 
Loth were of southern blood. Each 
proved fitted to the environment. | 
which directed and made destiny for! 
him. Each devoted to the policies; 
he eame in time to espouse, and to 
the people, he came in time to lore, 
all that was in him. 

“No two disunited and warring 
narts of a people ever furnished two} 
opposing chieftains of sincerer pur- 
pose, cleaner life, or more perserving | 
fortitude, 

“It is given to men to be true, if 
only they will; it rests with God to 
order results. 

“In that fierce war between the, 
cause of community self-government 
and independence on the one side, 
and the cause of what had. by histori- 
cal evolution, come to be ‘the sanctity 
of the Union,’ on the other side. the 
cause of the one chieftain—Lincoln— 
could, hardly, by any fault of his 
own, however gross, have been lost, 
and the cause of the other could by 
fo now conceivable virtue of his own 
have been won. All that either could 
do was to give himself—body, mind 
and soul—to the utmost,—for the 
right. ‘as God gave it to him to see 
the right.’ This both did—without 
stint. 

“No southerner now would impeach 
the character of Lincoln; and no ‘gen-

The Studebaker Commander 
again—for the fifth time within 
days—made a conquest of time 
space.

Masterson Murder Case—Hcroic 
Work Done by Detectives 


Presently the policeman got up to 
go. He was leaving when the other 
two holdup men entered and joined 
their companions. He was at the door 
when the four suddenty whirled about 
on the twelve patrons of the place. 


‘“‘Get into the corner and stick ’em 
up!’’ one of the gunmen commanded. 
The patrons obeyed with alacrity. 


Indeed, so great was their haste 
that a table overturned. There was 
a crash of bottles and 
glasses. A woman 
screamed. 

“Keep quiet or 
we'll kill you all!” 
came another order. 

Patrons and wait- 
ers, holding up their 
hands, grouped them- 
selves in the corner of 
the restaurant. Two 
of the robbers started 
to search them. A 
third waved a gun 
over the group, Cau- 
tioning them to make 
no outrcy if they val- 
ued their lives. And 
the fourth robber— 

He had heard a rat-

hall. He tip-toed toward. the half- 
opened door entering into the hall. 
There he stood with his automatic 
poised, waiting. 

Then Patrolman Masterson, his pis- 
tol drawn, appeared moving cautious- 
ly down the dim hallway. As he 
came into the line of fire the robber 
pulled the trigger of his automatic and 
held it until the cartridge cap was 
empty. Seven ,bullets sprayed up 
that hallway at the policeman. Two 
of them hit him, one in the eye and 
one in the abdomen. 

Masterson fired several shots be- 
fore*he fell. The other robbers flung 
into the hall and fired back at the 
officer. One of the shots struck a 
young woman in the shoulder. Then 
they fled.

impulse merely to disable Masterson. 

The order went forth. Commis- 
sioner McLaughlin asked that the best 
men in the department be assigned to 
the case.

Another robber, Peter 
Seiler, a former mail clerk in the 
Pennsylvania station, lived at 287 
East 89th street. The woman, Mrs. 


Grace Peterson, was traced to 2038 
Nansen street, Forest Hills. 

It developed shortly that all three 
were missing. The two men and the 
woman had gone to the Forest Hills 
address the morning of the crime, the 
two men had departed for parts un- 
known within a few hours, and the 
woman had left the following day. 

The Telltale Call. 

But before the woman left she 
made one grave mistake. From her 
home in Forest Hills she made & tele- 
phone call asking that the water be 
turned on in her camp in the Adiron- 
dacks—Camp Utica. 

Martin and Donahue learned— 
they never revealed just how they 
learned—about that call.

It mav be Gaid that the only differ- 
ence between the divine man and the 
good man is that one is_ perfectly 
rood and the other is not. But this 
is all the difference in the world. 
What higher mark of divinitv.can we 
find than perfect goodness? A _ be- 
ing with unlimited knowledge and 
vast power -would not be divine 
Jesus shows that the most imnvortant 
element in the nature of God ts not 
ommiscience nor omnipotence but 
roodness. When Jesus wishes to re- 
move the doubt of John the Baptist 


concerning His divine mission He. 


says, ‘‘Go'tell John the good things | 
am doing.” 

There is the accompanying fact of 
the unique and divine Sonship of 
Jesus. Jesus says, when speaking to 
men, ‘My Father and Your Father.” 
He lives in the constant conscious- 
ness of God. ‘‘No man knoweth the 
Father save the Son.”? Jesus is the 
perfect expression of the moral at- 
tribute of God, His goodness and 
love, He does not merely tell us what 
God is like, He shows us what God 
is like. 

Jesus expresses his mission in uni- 
versal terms. We cannot conceive of 
the Son of one God having a mission 
less than a mission to universal hu- 
manity. ‘He tasted death for every 
man.’ Jesus lays claim to both this 
sinlessness and sonship. ‘There is the 
utter absence from the character of 
Jesus of any trace of religious fan- 
aticism. 

The qualities of serenity and san- 


-ity are marks of His constant bearing 


and attitude. His intellectual temper- 
ament is free from every indication 
which accompanies the mind that ts 
deceived. 

His moral quality entirely precludes 
the idea that He would deceive others. 


The conclusion appears to he in- 
evitable that He spoke with an abso- 
lutelv divine authority. This is con- 
firmed by the fact that Christ cre- 
ates moral issues. He forces us from 
the intellectual to the moral and spir- 
itual. His sinlessness and sonship give 
to Him an ultimate authority in the 
realm of the spiritual. Dr C. R. 
Brown says: *‘We value expert coun- 
Sel in all the other fields of human in- 
terest. If Edison can speak as one 
having wisdcem touching the prob- 
lems of electricity, if Pasteur can 
guide us safely touching bacilli and 
the germ theory of disease, if Bee- 
thoven can pronounce a conclusive 
judgment touching -what is most 
worthy in melody and harmony, then 
surely Jesus Christ 1s entitled to be 
heard with the greatest consideration 
touching all questions of morals and 
religion. When we study the quality 
of His utterance, the accuracy of His 
spiritual insight in all those fields 
where Hts claims can be submitted to 
the test of experience; the character 
of the life He lived in the eyes of men 
and the wholesome abiding influence 
He has exerted on the higher life of 
mankind, we find no one to whose 
judgment we might so well defer in 
matters of religious faith as this same 
Jesus.” \

Seiler, brought back to New York 
and charg red with murder, mesisted 
that Murray had fired the shot that 
killed Masterson. Masterson’s pistol 
had- been appropriated by Seiler fol- 
lowing the affair in the restaurant. 
Mrs. Peterson insisted she had had 
nothing to do with the robbery or 
murder; she had met Seiler some 
years before at Old Forge, she said, 
and they had been friends ever since. 

The woman possessed a husband, 
it developec xeorge Peterson, a 
race horse trainer, who was in 
Florida at the time. He did not ap- 
pear surprised at the story he heard 
trom the police. ° 

Seiler, a surly youngster, 
more than a boy, was the son of hard 
working parents who told the police 
they had no inkling that their son was 
a criminal. He had no police record. 

Murray, however, had a long rec- 
ord as a burglar and gunman. He 
was 33 years old and had served the 
first of numerous prison terms in 
1913. The police department was ex- 
ceedingly glad to get rid of him, 
though his fate was kinder than 
Seiler’s will probably be. For Seiler 
is in the death house at Sing Sing. 

At police headquarters Miss Helen 
Graves, the young woman who was 
shot durin’ the attempted holdup 
which cost Masterson his life, identi- 
fied Seiler. She said that Seiler was 
the one who, after Masterson had 
been shot down, pointed to the body 
and said: 

“Give him a couple more.” 

She said Murray then fired two 
more shots into the stricken officer. 

The most damaging witness against 
Seiler at his trial before Judge Don- 
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nellan were Miss Graves and Louis F. 
De Rosa, who ran the 103d street 
place. Both insisted that Seiler had 
been the actual murderer of Patrol- 
man Masterson. 


Pleads Intoxication. 


Miss Graves said she saw Seiler 
robbing De Rosa and heard him say 
that he would shoot the man’s fingers 
off if he didn’t remove a diamond 
ring. 

“Seiler shot Masterson,” said De 
Rosa. ‘Masterson swayed and Seiler 
dragged him through the swinging 
door... Then | heard two more shots.”’ 

De Rosa said that when Seiler 
drew the officer’s pistol from the 
holster he sneered and said to the 
dying Masterson—‘“You’re one of 
those holster guys, are you?”’ 

And presently came the finishing 
shots. 

Seiler’s chief defense was that he 


had been intoxicated and didn’t know 
what he had been doing. His counsel, 
Assemblyman Frederick L. Hacken- 
burg, in a last effort to obtain an ac- 
quittal, argued that the boy had been 
drunk for three/months prior to the 
holdup and had been merely a tool 
of Murray in various speakeasy 
holdups. 

But they were hopeless efforts. 
The juryreturned a verdict of guilty 
after but fifteen minutes of delibera- 
tion. 

Later the erand jury, so impressed 
had they been by the exploit of Mar- 
tin, Donahue, Brady and Teed, sent 
to Commissioner McLaughlin an en- 
grossed letter commending the 
sleuths. The commissioner had al- 
ready promoted Brady and Teed to 
first-grade detectives and otherwise 
rewarded the intrepid Martine and 
Donahue.
